And. he added: "That is 
the way we are going to play 
it.”

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Disre­ 
garding auto industry pleas that 
it can’t be done, a House-Senate 
conference committee has set 
Jan. 1, 1975, as the deadline for 
eliminating 
harmful 
exhaust 
from new cars. 
The date agreed upon by the 
conferees Thursday is part of a 
tough 
new 
air 
pollution 
bill 
which its chief sponsor, Sen. Ed­ 
mund S Muskie, D-Maine, says 
still requires some work before 
a final measure is agreed to. 
But Muskie called the 1975 
target date the bill’s most con­ 
troversial element. The deadline 
jromptcd the chiefs of the big 
three major auto makers to de­ 
scend on Capitol Hill in an un­ 
precedented personal lobbying 
effort two months ago. 
General Motors President Ed­ 
ward N. Cole spoke out publicly, 
saying the goal, “ as far as we 
know now. simply is not techno­ 
logically 
possible • within 
the 
time frame required.” 
Specifically, the bill requires 
that 1975 model cars have a 90 
per cent reduction in exhauat 
pollutants from 1970 levels. It 
provides authority to close pro­ 
duction lines, raising the spec­ 
ter of the end of the internal 
combustion engine 
A one-year extension could be 
permitted by the secretary of 


Health. Education and Welfare 
if the auto makers prove they 
have exhausted all possible ef­ 
forts to meet the deadline. Such 
an extension would make Jan. 1, 
1976, the absolute deadline. 
Muskie counters the auto pro­ 
ducers’ complaints by saying 
the bill will force them to find 
the technology, or perhaps find 


some other way, to power the 
family car. 
Over all the bill is designed to 
protect public health from air 
pollution from various sources. 
Muskie said the conferees also 
approved language authorizing 
the National Academy of Sci­ 
ences to oversee the auto indus­ 
try’s progress in developing a 


pollution-free engine by 1975. 
The HEW secretary must rely 
on the academy's advice before 
deciding on whether to grant a 
year’s extension.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 
burst of anticrime activity, the 
Senate has passed legislation 
providing heavier penalties for 
terror bombings, increased pro­ 
tection for the president and 
members of Congress, and more 
federal aid for state and local 
police. 
What started off as a batch of 
separate bills and ended up in 
one big legislative package also 
includes extra jail sentences for 
federal crimes carried out with 
a gun and special presidential 
awards for valorous conduct by 
law enforcement officers. 
The vote on final passage 
Thursday, after eight hours of 
debate. was 59 to 0— the low 
count indicating only that a lot 
of senators are out campaigning 
for re-election in a year when 
law and order is a prime issue. 
The package now goes to the 
House. 
First off. the Senate passed 68 
to 0 a bill broadening 
and 
strengthening 
federal 
laws 
against bombings and permit­ 
ting the death penalty in cases 
causing fatal injuries. It author­ 
izes use of wiretapping under 
court order when criminal use 
of explosives is suspected. 
An amendment by Sen Philip 
A. Hart. D-Mich., to strike out 
the death penalty was rejected 
46 to 22.

The bill makes it a federal 
crime to damage or destroy 
with explosives any federal pro­ 
perty or the property of any in- 
s t i t u t i o n receiving federal 
funds. This opens the way for 
the FBI to investigate bombing 
on virtually any college cam­ 
pus.

TO THE AVERAGE ADULT, 
wh o works h is 40 h ours, p ay s 
th e bills, h is tax es and h is gen­ 
eral dues to mankind, th e search 
for reality is not needed. He 
liv es it. 
With ev ery waking breath , h e 
liv es th e reality of th e need 
to p rov ide for h is family and 


h imself, to assume h is resp on­ 
sibilities as a citizen and to try 
to make h is reality a little more 
bearable. 
But in doing th is, h e h as tried 
to sh elter h is ch ildren from th at 
same reality . "Sh e’s not going 
to go th rough wh at I h ad to go 
th rough ,” 
is 
th e 
resounding 
p arental cry . And noble as it 
m ay sound, it is th e main cause 
of so many "bad trip s” and th e 
increasing number of drug-using 
y oung p eop le. 
Because th ey h av e been sh el­ 
tered from reality , th e y oung 
find th emselv es unable to cop e 
with it wh en it rears its ubiqui­ 
tous h ead. 
With no p arent to sh ield th em 
from th e reality of th e need to 
function as an adult, th e college 
student turns to narcotics. With 
no p arent to sh elter and sh ield 
h im from die demands of socie­ 
ty and an emp loy er th at h e 
conform to wh at h as been de­ 


clared th e norm by th e major­ 
ity , th e y oung man turns to 
narcotics. 


AND SO IT GOES, with p ar­ 
ents 
giv ing all 
th e material 
th ings th at th ey nev er h ad th em­ 
selv es but with h olding th e lov e 
th at would enable th em to make 
th eir ch ildren aware th at, ev en­ 
tually , reality and th e conse­ 
quences of th eir actions cannot 
be eliminated by a fawning p ar­ 
ent. 
So again, if we go back to 
Jam s Jop lin and Jim m y Hen­ 
drix , we must h op e th at just as 
th e y oung may learn a lesson 
from th eir death s, so will th e 
p arents take h eed and p lan now 
to h elp th eir ch ildren p rep are 
for reality . 
Th ere is noth ing more real 
th an death and it comes soon 
enough . It is wrong to bring it 
on sooner by sh ortening a life 
th rough th e use of narcotics.

If "dop e” is a p owerful influ­ 
ence in creating disorders, as 
it ap p ears to be, th en th e p eo­ 
p le p refer rigid enforcement of 
ex isting statutes or new laws to 
be enacted.

th at drugs are not

h armful. 


BUT HOW IS PROTEST ex ­ 
p ressed at th e p olls in a con­ 
gressional election? It general­ 
ly comes out 
in a 
reaction 
against 
th e incumbent p arty . 
Th e th eory is th at current con­ 
ditions are not being dealt with 
by th ose in p ower and th at may ­ 
be anoth er majority in a new 
legislature will do a better job. 
Restlessness by th e electorate 
is usually manifest, too, wh en 
th e unemp loy ment figures rise, 
and th at’s wh at 
is 
h ap p ening 
now Th e statistics are climb­ 
ing. Wh ile th e number is by no 
means any wh ere near wh at it 
was in th e dep ression y ears of 
th e 1930’s, it is a source of ap ­ 
p reh ension in p olitical circles. 
But in th e nex t four weeks all 
candidates will h av e a ch ance 
to sp eak out on th e "law and or­ 
der ' question and state frankly 
wh at th eir attitude 
is 
toward 
strict control of dop e and th e 
better h andling of many p olice 
p roblems th at h av e been intro­ 
duced by some of th e trouble- 
making organizations.

been op erating 
across th e country with out be­ 
ing p rosecuted for th eir consp ir­
